Lako County rural schools will soon have 
uniform text books if tho will of County 
Superintendent Gaggln la corned out, 
and many hundred parents will thank tho 
public ofiicial from the bottom of their 
purses, • 

Only about sixty per cent of tho rural 
schools In tbo county havo uniform texts' 
at > present and there arc- just enough 
schools out of the system tomako tho mat 1 
ter troublesome. So' Superintendent Gog. 
gin is endeavoring to get the delinquent 
schools into' line .at once. Thoro is no at- 
tempt made to have tho books of the high 
schools uniform, but merely .thoso used In 
tho elementary branches of the grade?. 
. Tho argument that Superintendent Gag- 
gin advances in that any good text is as 
good as any other. ' Given the right kind 
of teacher and tho text ia relatively unim- 
portant. Tbo teacher is tbo thing. ' 

There have been many ' complaints.^ 
regard to the changes in text books moU 
It is stated that almost tho first thing'.tbnt 
a new distrlct^school teacher docs is to got 
tho hoard to adopt her .favorite tex t books, 
But whoa a change ia made it is rare that 
a record of the tlmo of chongo and tho 
books respectively adopted and shut is 
made. . 

. He also contends that the right thing to 
do is to keep a record 'of the date and 
kind of change and he is trying to get' oil 
of the district darks to keep such a record 
even if it Is only on seperute sheets of man- 
uscript that can bo bodad together later. 
He mVuf^Tw that a strict observance of 
the law would make towards uniformity 
in ■ the texts and does not at all • clai m - that 
his idea lb original and startling. The 
law'itates that a change in the texte shall 
be made not. oftener than onco in four 
years, except at the vote of the directors 
and their special recommendation. 

Naturally each teacher. Ubat makes* 
change is working directly at the pocket- 
books of the parents ia her bailiwick and 
the keeping of the district records and tho 
advocacy of uniformity would' do much 
toward making away with the too frequent 
text book changes. - 

There is no graft in tbo, . move for uni- 
formity of texts, soy tho county official. 
No scrap of money touches tbo bands, of 
the teachers who ore working for It.. The 
thing Is to give tho schools a. good thing, 
tomako like grades of -like, progress In 
lUto_ texts. 

Tbo result of this would be, to make a 
practical illustration,* that .when a sixth 
grade pupil's parents removed from' say 
Deerflold to Gurnoe the pupil could take 
his Doerfield books to Uuirnee and the 
parents could rest assured that they would 
not have to buy any more new ': books and 
that the student coatd take up his. work 
just where ho left off at . Boerfield, in tho 
same book, and with pupils at the same 
stage of progress. Tho transfer cards that 
the school official has Intely devised and 
adopted would post the Gurnee teacher. .^

Tho fractional fight over the location of 
a town ball, which has stirred the village 
of Union Grove from cellar to garret every 
since tho original town hall was destroyed 
by Qro a little over a year ago, bos result- 
ed in an Injunction being served on the 
town board by several promino'ntnorthaldo 
citizens restraining that body from. ex- 
pending the 14,000 whtoh was voted for 
the purpose of erecting a new building 
shortly after the first one was destroyed. 
With one exception the signers of the in- 
junction are residents of tho north side, 
and it Is claimed that the suit Ib the out- 
come of jealousy which has existed between 
the two sides oE the town from time im- 
memorial. 

The fight is of long standing, hat com- 
menced in earnest when tho .original town 
ball was burned und the question of erect- 
ing another was aturted. Both sides of 
the village decided that their particular 
neighborhood would be graced by the now 
structure, and plans Were made according- 
ly by both factions. A proposition to 
bond the vi lingo for 84.000 for a new 
building carried, and since that time tho 
eqnabhle has waxed warm over the loca- 
tion. Tho village hoard some time ago 
purchased a a ito on the north side, and 
for a time it was thought that tho difficul- 
ty had been settled, bnt recently this lot 
was sold and another bought on tbo south 
Bide and "preparations started for the erec- 
tion of a building. 

.When these preparations were noted tbo 
opposition became active and four - north 
sidcre; together' with ouofrom IhoVfavor^ 
mi cod of the village who, for soma reason 
was dissatisfied, secured an injunction, and 
Sheriff Em inert went to tho Grove to serve 
tho papers. Tho injunction is brought on 
the ground that a villagaboB.no right un- 
der the law to erect a building for amuse- 
ment purposes, as ibis seems to bo tbo only 
legal technicality on which the injunction 
could be brought. . Ever since the new hall 
has been contemplated it was generally 
conceded that when built it should bo of 
sufficient Bizo to accommodate' a large nam* 
ber of people, and so finished that it would 
serve for tho Tillage opera house, dance 
hall, etc., as well as for public gatherings. 
The apposition, however, believes that 
tho village board is stepping beyond its 
power in furnishing a place of amusement, 
and will toko* the matter into court for a

President Roosevelt Inn Bpeeclr Urges 
More Power Over Railroads, 

In Ills tour of the South President 
Boose volt has spoken m any times. At 
Buletgh, N. C, tlio President In be- 
ginning his address reviewed North 
Carolina's part lu the umklng of the 
history of the republic, and nllmlcd.to 
Its present condition of prosperity. He 
spoko of the duties of the individual 
citizen to the tuition mid to the State, 
and then launched lulo the mnlti pur- 
pose of his address, the government 
supervision of railways. On this sub- 
ject he said: 

I do not believe in government owner- 
ship of anything which can with pro- 
priety be loft In private hands, and in 
particular I should most strenuously ob- 
ject to government ownership of rail- 
roads. But 1 hellovo with equal firm- 
ness that It Is out of the question for 
the government not to exercise a super- 
visory and regulatory right over the 
railroads; for It Is vital to the well (ic- 
ing of tho public that they should be 
managed In a spirit of fairness and jus- 
tice townrd all tho public. 

Actual experience has shown thnt It 
is not possible to leave tho railroads 
uncontrolled. Such a system, or rather 
such n lack of system, Is fertile In 
abuses of every kind, nnd puts a pre- 
mium upon unscrupulous and ruthless 
cunning In railroad management; for 
there are aomo big shippers and some 
railroad mauagors who are nlways witl- 
ing to tako unfair advantage of their 
weaker competitors, and they thereby 
force other big shippers and big railroad 
men who would Ilko to do decently into 
similar acts of wrong and Injustice, uu- 
der penalty of belnc left behind in the 
race for success. Government supervis- 
ion b needed quite as much In tho In- 
terest of the big shipper and of the rail- 
road man who want to do right as In the 
interest of the small shipper and the 
consumer. 

Experience has shown that tho pres- 
ent laws nro defective and need amend- 
ment. The effort to prohibit all re- 
straint of competition, whether rcasou-

able or unreasonable, Is unwise. What 
we need is to havo sumo administrative 
body with ample power to forbid com- 
bination that Is hurtful to tho public, 
and to prevent favoritism to one indi- 
vidual at the expense of another. 

In other words, we want an admin- 
Estrative body"" with the power to secure 
fair and just treatment as among all 
shippers who use the railroads — and all 
shippers have a. right to use them. We 
must not leave the enforcement of sucb 
n law merely to the department of jus- 
tice; it Is out of the question for the 
law department of the government to do 
what should he purely admin 1st rati vb 
work. 

The abuses of which wc have a genu- 
ine right to complain take tunny shapes. 
Rebates nro not now often given openly. 
But they can bo given Just ns effective- 
ly la covert form, and private cars, ter- 
minal tracks, and the like must he 
brought under the control of the commis-

But, In my judgment, the most Impor- 
tant tiling to do Is to give to this admin- 
istrative hotly power to make lis find- 
ings effective, .and tills can be done only 
by giving it power, when corn plaint i» 
mado of a given rate ns being unjust 
or unreasonable, if it finds the complaint 
proper, then Itself to fix n maximum 
tfito which it regards ns just nnd rea- 
sonable, this rate to go into effect prac- 
tically nt once — that Is, within a rea- 
sonable time — and to stay in effect un- 
less reversed by the courts. 

It must be understood, ns a matter 
of course, that if tills power is granted 
It Is to be exercised with wisdom and 
caution and self-restraint. The Inter- 
state commerce comnilss loner or other 
government oillclnl who failed to protect 
a railroad thnt wns In the right against 
any clamor, no matter how violent, on 
the part of tho public, would he guilty 
of as gross a wrong as If he corruptly 
rendered an Improper scrrlce to the rail- 
road at tho expense of tho public. 

Lashes the Grafters. 

In n brief speech nt Atlanta Presi- 
dent Roosevelt unmercifully lushed tho 
grafters In politics. nnd called on de- 
cent men to denounce dishonest offi- 
cials and whip thorn into obscurity. 

"Drlvo evory dishonest and corrupt 
man out of odlco," shouted the President. 
"You nro .false to your trust as Ameri- 
can citizens if you allow such a man 
lo remain In oillco a single day. No 
matter how high tho man's standing, 
drlvo him out if ho is corrupt." 

"The surest way of blunting Bio pub- 
lic conscience lu dealing with* corrup- 
tion 'Is to confuse tho public mind ns 
to who is corrupt and who is not. 

"In our legislative bodies, In our ua- 
tlonal Congress, if you know thnt nny 
man Is corrupt you nro not to be excus- 
ed If you do not hunt him out of public 
life, 

"Instead of asking that you bo len- 
ient in your judgment of any public 
iilnn,. I hold that you are recreant to 
your '.duty |f you nro lenient. If you 
have good reason to believe ho Is cor- 
rupt, then refuse under any pleas of 
party expediency, under any 'considera- 
tion, from refrnlnlug from waiting -h'tni 
With tlio sword of the Lord and of 
Gideon."

A. writer In 'n prominent poultry 
journal snys thnt the houses should be 
whitewashed and cleaned twice a year. 
By, cleaning It is assumed he means 
everything removed and thoroughly 
renovated. Tbe poultryman who 
works on this plan can not keep the 
houso free from vermin and disease 
no matter how freely hc*may use In- 
sect powder, and how thoroughly the 
whitewashing Is done twice a year. 
Twenty years of experience In raising 
poultry has taught the writer than no 
houso ought to go longer than two 
months without being thoroughly 
whitewashed in every nook and crev- 
ice. In certain seasons the work 1b 
dona more frequently, All our houses 
arc built with scratching sheds bo It 
Is easy to do the whitewashing while 
tlio bens nre in tbe shed nnd then by 
shutting' them In the houso whitewash 
the scratching sheds. Insect powder 
Is, of course, a necessity, but less of it 
will ho necessary If the houses are 
kept clean by lime and disinfectant. 



Derrick for Stocking If&y. 

Where , there Is much liny to stack 
labor and time may be saved by using 
a. derrick. There arc numerous plans 
for building a derrick, but none Is sim- 
pler or cheaper thnn this design, which 
is the Invention of a farmer, who snys: 

I hnvc tried to make n drawing of 
a derrick that I put up to stuck liny 
with this year. It works so slick that 
I am sure it will please anybody. The 
pole Is 10 inches at the butt, 5 nt top 
nnd 47 feet long, I made n mortise 
at the butt through which to put a 
chnln to fasten It to the tree. Twenty- 
two feet from that I bored nn inch 
hole, through which to put n pin to 
keep logs from slipping. I used 
crotches for legs, and wired tbcni fast 
to the pole. I twisted four No. 12 
wires together for cable with which to 
stiffen polo by guylug to tree ns 
shown In cui. I can take a fair-sized 
load nt four forkfuls with this rig. 
When we get a stack done we rope tho 
two legs together, bftcb a team of 
horses to them, as Illustrated, nnd haul 
It over to a new place; It works like a 
boom on a mast It I bad not bad the 
tree handy I should have set a 50-foot

Epraylnc; with Bordeaux* 

I have been spraying with tbe liquid 
bordeaux, arsenate of soda, and arse- 
nate of soda and arsenate of lead com- 
bined for several years with good re- 
sults. I give one good spraying just 
beforo the bloom, a second just- as 
soon as most of the bloom has fallen, 
a third a week or two later, a, fourth 
about a month later and made a fifth 
application last year still a month 
later, or the InBt of July or the first of 
August For the last two applications 
tho hordentir was not used at full 
strength but the lime was increased 
rather than diminished nnd the arse- 
nates about the same, With n strong 
mixture all the season, tbo foliage is 
sometimes injured, especially In wet 
weather, and when .tbo loarea drop 
tbe fruit quits growing, nnd does not 
take on tho most beautiful color nor 
have the best flavor. — Ohio Cor. Amer-

Polltlcnl T.onns Aro Snld to Have Ruin- 
ed the Pen tiny ivanln Institution. 
Stnrtllng dovclopments hnvo followed 
tho Investigation of the Enterprise Na- 
tional Bank nt AUogheny City, Pa., 
which closed the other day. Names of 
several prominent citizens active In 
Stato. politics have become mora deeply 
Involved In the scaudnl. Subsequent 
qvents are expected to bo far moro sen- 
sational than tho suicide of T, Lee Olark, 
cashier of the bank. 

-This hank, -which had on deposit $300,- 
000 of Stato funds, lias fnllcd. Accord- 
ing to tho president of tho bank, who 
calls himself a "dummy, president," 
"nearly $700,000 of the $800,000 Is out 
on paper of State politicians." . Consid- 
erable of the money was loaned to carry 
oat a railroad deal which promised large 
profit". It fell through with much loss 
to those engaged In it. 

Tho prnctlca of placing State moneys 
wbcro politicians could' uso them for 
speculative purposes and private gain is 
one of long standing In Pennsylvania, 
Tho funds are deposited In a bank or 
banks whose officers understand their 
business and make loans to the politi- 
cians wlm are In the "ring" without scru- 
tinizing too closely tho security they give. 
There havo been occasions when this 
method of doing business came near 
proving disastrous to all concerned. Un- 
successful speculation put In peril the 
funds of the Stato and threatened un- 
pleasant consequences for those respon- 
sible for their safo keeping. Tho. pitch* 
or has gono once too often to tho well, 
and .much explaining will havo to be 
dono by somebody. 

The politicians are using their utmost 
efforts to throw nil tho h]nmo on the 
dead cashier. Directors of the bank de- 
clare Senator Penrose had a $75,000 note 
In tho hank, but It Is understood the 
latter denies it. 

A rapid Inquiry Is being made Into 
Gnshlcr Clark's pcrsonnl affairs. He 
wns estimated to have been worth $300,* 
000, but his friends sny that ho snnk 
all his assets in an attempt to rcliu- 
hurflo. tho "hank and thnt his suicide fol- 
lowed" his failure to stem the tide, 

Clark's friends believe that investi- 
gation will Bhow thnt ho leaves no prop- 
erty and thnt he hail given tho bank all 
ho had after his own had Investments 
were cared for. They declare ha was 
mined by business associates aud tbat 
it will be found he is a defaulter.
